L I hereby declare that I am an inventor in the above-identified US, patent application, 
which is a continuation of U.S. Patent Application No. 09/173,854, filed on October 16, 1998. 

2. At the time of the invention described and claimed in the identified U.S. patent 
application, I was working for CNGroup, which became Veo Systems. Veo Systems was in turn 
acquired by Conunerce One. 

3. Piior to March 1 1 , 1998, we had implemented a registry for trading partners. The registry
